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2. From and out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Uttar 
Pradesh there may be paid and applied sums not exceeding those 
specified in column 3 of the Schedule amounting in the aggregate 
[inclusive of the sums specified in column 3 of the Schedule to the is of 1968 . 
Uttar Pradesh Appropriation (Vote on Account) Act, 1968] to the 5 
sum of seven hundred and thirty-two crores, forty-four lakhs, thirty- 
five thousand and three hundred rupees towards defraying the 
several charges which will come in course of payment during the 
financial year 1968-69 in respect of the services specified in column 2 
of the Schedule. 10 


3. The sums authorised to be paid and applied from and out of 
the Consolidated Fund of the State of Uttar Pradesh by this Act 
shall be appropriated for the services and purposes expressed in the 
Schedule in relation to the said year.

Fund of the State of Uttar Pradesh of the moneys required to meet 
the expenditure charged on the Consolidated Fund of the State of 
Uttar Pradesh and the grants made by the Lok Sabha for expendi¬ 
ture of the Government of Uttar Pradesh for the financial year 
1968-69.

PRESIDENT’S RECOMMENDATION UNDER ARTICLE 207 OF 
THE CONSTITUTION OF INDIA 

[Copy of letter No. F3(28)-B/68, dated the 27th April, 1968 from 
Shri Morarji Desai, Deputy Prime Minister and Minister of Finance 
to the Secretary, Lok Sabha ] 

The President, having been informed of the subject matter of the 
proposed; Bill to authorise payment and appropriation of certain 
sums from and out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Uttar 
Pradesh for the services of the Financial year 1968-69 recommends 
under clauses (1) and (3) of article 207 of the Constitution of India 
read with the Proclamation dated the 25th February, 1968 issued 
under article 356 ot' the Constitution, as varied by the Proclamation 
dated the 15th April, 1968 in respect of the State of Uttar Pradesh, 
the introduction of the Uttar Pradesh Appropriation (No. 2) Bill, 
1968 in the Lok Sabha and also the consideration of the Bill. 

2. The Bill will be introduced in the Lok Sabha immediately after 
the Demands for Grants for the expenditure' of the Government of 
the State of Uttar Pradesh for the year 1968-69 have been voted.
